But the 
occasion was not sufficiently import- 
ant to make the decision one which 
now would exclude a

The occasion for such a 


decision should he more solemn, and 
made only after such an election.

The fact that the voters 
of 
the 


state by constitution and laws must 
he made inhabitants does not neces- 
sarily exclude women from, becoming 
goveruorc if duly elected by voters so 
qualified. 
Such voters may if they 


choose elect a non-voter, unless, in 
some way not yet provided, they 
prohibited from doing so. 


On the whole, I take it for 
good 


law and sound common sense that 
the time to determine authoritatively 
whether a woman may be a govern-] 
or is either after one has been duly 
chosen by the voters, or at a consti- 
tutional convention or meeting of a 
legislature which shall choose to take 
up the subject.

be a long, time postponed, but I pro- 
test against having it decided oif- 
hand by Mr. Eastman or Mr. Pearson.
